At  the  outbreak  of  the  revolution,  there  was  probably  no  where  in  this  vic- 
inity a  stronger  Tory  nest  than  that  existing  across  the  west  mountain,   some  ten 
miles  distant  from  Qaeensbury  settlement,  under  the  favor  and  encouragement  of  the 
brothers,  Ebenezer  and  Edwa3?d  Jessup,   sharp,  enterprising  and  apparently  unscrup- 
ulous business  men,  who  had,  from  time  to  time,   secured  the  grant  of  various  pactents 
of  land  not  only  within  the  limits  of  the  present  town  of  Lusseme,  but  also  the  ex- 
tensive tracts  known  as  I^yde  township  .... 

Scattered  throng  this  re^on  lived  a  number  of  tories,   among  whom  may  be  en- 
merated  the  following,   John  Howell,  who  dwelt  up  the  Sacandaga  river,  in  the  direct- 
ion of  Johnstown,   Six  brothers  of  the  name  of  Lovelace,  descendants  of  Governor 
Lovelace,  who  resided  at  different  points  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,   and 
one  of  whom,  who  lived  near  the  Stiles  place  in  the  town  of  M.lton  (?)  was  in  idoe 
one  of  the  last  years  of  the  war,  executed  at  Schuylerville,   as  a  spy,  by  order  of 
General  Stark,   after  due  trial  by  drum  head  court  martial. 
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
